THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 


The fact is generally 
recognized 


that New York City is the great 
money center of the United States, 
the same as Paris and London repre- 
sent France 'and England, but Wall 
street has been so cleverly denouncea 
by muck-rakers and reformers, during 
the past few years, that the great me- 
tropolis has become a by-word to 
many western people. 


'When it was announced, a .couple 


of months ago, that the New York 
Stock Exchange would close Indefi- 
nitely, no particular significance was 
attached, in the minds of many peo- 
ple, because they were ignorant of the 
mission 
which, the exchange per- 


formed. 


The stock exchange of a country is 


the great machine for the ultimate 
measuring of all values, and so long as 
it is closed, and capital issues are 
held up, the whole country feels the 
damaging and retarding effect, wheth- 
er it knows what the matter is or not. 


Commerce is a great complicated 


system of machinery, one part depend- 
ing upon another. At the top and con- 
nected with all the other parts are the 
exchanges, and ultimately all the oth- 
er machinery is dependent for normal 
operation upon the free working of 
the 
machinery 
of the 
exchanges. 


When this is stopped everything else 
.is strained and obstructed in its work- 
ings. 


Because the exchange Is closed and 


the exchange of securities and cash is 
restricted almost to paralysis, cities, 
counties and states have been forced 
to drop improvements of nearly all 
kinds, and while some lines are ab- 
normally active due to special war re- 
quirements, thousands of manufactur- 
ers have reduced their production and 
cut their payrolls to the quick. 


But the barrier to re-opening the 


exchange is the menace of a great 
mass of foreign sales threatening to 
engulf it. And this situation is aggra- 
vated a hundred fold by the fact that 
a very large part of American securi- 
ties is discredited by the disastrous 
situation which lias been brought up- 
on the railroads. 
If the railroads of 


the country were earning ample sur- 
pluses, insuring permanent dividends 
and easy payment of fixed charges, the 
whole situation would be 
changed. 


Our securities would then be the most 
attractive in the world, because they 
would be the issues of .highly profita- 
ble companies located in 
the only 


great country in the world at peace. 
Such a situation would advance prices 
materially for these securities and 
would reduce by hundreds, and proba- 
bly thousands, of millions the amounts 
"vhlch would press for sale on the 
, Hock exchange. Every present holder 
abroad who was not forced to sell 
would be eager to hold such invest- 
ments, 
liable to advance. 
These 


European holders are careful students 
of investment conditions. They would 
at once realize that our securities on 
this new basis would be the last things 
to part with, as they would be far 
safer in the present situation than 
money in hand over there could pos 
sibly be, or than the securities of an 
other country. 


The remedy for this trouble is In 


the hands of the interstate commerc 
commission, the most autocratic bod; 
today in America. They have restrict 
ed the earning powers of the railroads 
especially since 1910, until today th 
roads, largely by reason of inadequat 
charges, are many of 
them, in th 


hands of receivers, others are facini 
bankruptcy, and only a few of them 
are making a successful showing. 


As a business proposition the rail 


roads are not making money, and havi 
not boen for a long time. 


They have been compelled to de- 


fault within the last few months on 
obligations equal to half the nationa 
debt. 


Net operating income of all the rail 


roads declined in one year to June 30

Every normal woman longs for a 


head of beautiful hair, yet 'few pos 
sess it, which is not so astonishing 
when you stop to 
think how little 
most of us know about the structure 
of our hair and its needs. Each halt 
is placed in a little bulb or flask, call- 
ed follicles, that exist in. the cuticle 
and at the bottom of each is the germ 
of a iair. The germ 
is called 
the 
hair papilla, and upon it rests 
the 


bulbous root of a hair. This 
is be- 
neath tbe surface, the only part of 
the hair which is visible is called the 
shaft. It is from the papillae that the 
hair receives its nourishment, which 
m turn is provided-wtih a wonderful 
network of blood vessels. 
When a 
nair falls out a new one sprouts at 
once from the papillae, so until the 
papillae is dead hair will grow. 


On each side of the follicle, near 
the small opening through which the 
hair emerges from the scalp, are tiny 
sacks of oil, called 
the 
sebaceous 


glands, which pour their contents into 
the follicle and out along the hair to 
keep_it from becoming dry and brit- 
ule-,.If th,? scalP la not kePt clean.tuid 
healthy the oil dries, creates tne con- 
dition we call dandruff, from adding 
to itself the flying particles of dust 
and fiinally destroys the life of the 
iiair. 
A shampoo once in two weeks 
is assential for the ordinary hair anc 
a thorough rinsing to keep these little 
orflcies unclogged is of course neces 
sary. 


The nourishment of the hair 
de 
pends not upon the 
oil glands 
but 
upon the little bloodvessels 
of 
the 
papilla. 
To have healthy hair there 


must be good blood in the body and 
the network of bloodvessels In tho 
head must not he restricted or com- 
pressed in any way. To be tbe own- 
er of a head of good (natural) hair, 
four things must be. kept in mind,
